The full story of the Nazis in 
Poland has yet to be told. It is 
too revolting for public print. 
Nevertheless, a little may be said. 
I am going to give you tke sub- 
stance of fourteen letters written 
from a Nazi officer in the Army 
of Occupation in land. 

I am condensing these fourteen 
letters into a few hundred words 
of English. Read this with care. 
Although it is only a précis it 
conveys to you a little of what the 
Grey Nightmare inflicts....and 
receives.... 

A digest of the letters of Nazi 
Lieutenant Toll, written from 
Warsaw, to his cousin, Helmuth 
Toll, in Chemnitz.

Y dear Cousin Helmuth,— 

Nothing could have been 
more unfortunate than that 
wretched fall which put you out 
of action. If only you had the 
use of your legs you would, by 
now, be (most probably) my 
superior officer. 

But I dare say it will be many 
weeks before you walk again.... 
even four or five months. which 
will bring us to the beginning of 
1941, by which time, I am afraid. 
the war will be over and the 
British beaten to their knees.

I wish you had been here when 
we came in. Helmuth, Helmuth! 
It is impossible for you, even with 
your highly developed imagin- 
ation, to realise exactly what we 
did to that city of dogs and slaves 
and Slavs!

security. 


O doubt all of you have 
read or listened to the 
terms of the Treaty 


itself, and so there is no need to 
talk them over in any detail here 
The text of an historic document 
is couched in simple language 
which largely avoids the tedious 
diplomatic jargon of former days 
This probably came as a shock to 
some of our aged diplomatists and 
Foreign Office formalists, but it 
may help them to understand 
that the old order of diplomacy 
has passed away for good. 

Truly “for good.” For cen- 
turies the fate of nations has + 
been committed to the well-mani- 
cured hands of men of “good 
” and “exclusive ” social 
They did their inter- 

national deals with exquisite 

manners and recorded them in 
exquisite but devious and cunning 
words. 

It followed that many treaties 
were as hard to understand as the 
most complicated legal docu- 
ments, and frequently as full of 
holes. 

The whole structure of society 
has changed since those days. 
Great men, some good and some 
evil, have risen from the ranks, 
and it will never be possible again 

| for any country to do business 
with another through the privi- 
leged brokers—honest or dis- 
honest—of a single social caste.

HE impotent fury shown by the Nazis to the Grand Alliance 
between Russia and the Democracies is its own admission of their 
dismay. A clarion call to the United Nations, a tocsin to the Axis, 
it has wiped out many months of high-pressure Nazi-Fascist efforts to 
split the will of the free peoples to destroy Hitlerism. 


Now the people of Central Europe can see the 
future they are up against and how worthless are 
the promises of the Fuehrer to remove the Allies 


one by one. 

The swastika-ridden millions 
cannot but remember their 
leaders’ ecstatic guarantees of 
victory—so importantly linked 
up with the inexhaustibility of 
Russian resources—when the 
comparatively minor Nazi- 
Soviet pact was signed just 
before the war. Today the re- 
versal of the situation is 
accentuated by contrast with 
the story of the Eastern Front. 

Already overpowering. Nazi 
troubles add this new one to their 
number—the immediate need to 
counter not only the practical but 
the pyschological significance of 
the Anglo-Russian treaty and “ the 
complete accord in all matters” of 
the Roosevelt-Molotov conferences 

I am also able to reveal the first 
effects of these developments on 
the Tokyo war lords.

Bombed By Japs 


NAAFI MEN 
29 HOURS 
IN WATER 


ICKED up after 29 hours in 

the sea, the only two sur- 
vivors of the N.A.A.F.I. staff 
in H.M.S. Cornwall have now 
returned to headquarters. 

They are Arthur W. Smith 
and Harold E. Smith. 

Both are canteen assistants and 
come from Harwich, but are un- 
related 

The manager was killed by a 
bomb and the other assistant was 
fatally injured when a bomb struck 
the sick bay when the cruiser was 
attacked by Jap dive-bombers in 
the Indian Occan. 

Two others who have returned to 
headquarters are canteen manager 
Arthur G. Elsegood. of Rochester, 
and seventeen -year-old junior 
canteen assistant Ralph Brunton, 
of Tynemouth. 

They were serving in H.MS. 
Dorsetshire’s canteen when be- 
tween 50 and 60 Japanese dive- 
bombers were sighted. 

The canteen staff at once re- 
ported to action stations as sick- 
bay orderlies. 

The sick-bay was hit by a bomb, 
killing three members of N.A.A.F.L. 
staff. 

When the cruiser sank, Elsegood 
and Brunton jumped into the sea. 
They were picked up by a destroyer 
some 30 hours later. 


U.S. SHIP TORPEDOED 

A medium sized U.S. merchant 
vessel has been torpedoed in the 
Atlantic, said a U.S, Navy Depart- 
ment announcement yesterday.
